- OBSERVERS IN SALISBURY ANTICIPATE A CONFRONTATION 
BETWEEN SMITH AND RICHARD OVER A ROLE FOR WHITES AND 
THE CONTINUED DELAY IN DISCUSSING THE SIX-POINT KISSINGER 
PLAN. ROBIN WRIGHT REPORTS FROM SALISBURY THAT SMITH LEFT
